Walker Saunders, assistant manager 
of the plant,’ was standing beside the 
regro and received serious injuries, 
though he is expected to reoover. His 
escape was a miracle. 

The track of the tornado was not more 
than 75 yards in width, but it left the 
face of the earth clean wherever its 
full force was felt. 

From the guano factory it jumped to 
@ thick settlement of negro cabins. Here 
twenty-five buildings were completely de- 
molished. Some were occupied by. as 
many as a half dozen persons, mostly 
women and children, and while a great 
many were injured not one was killed 
outright. Furniture bed clothing, etc., 
were blown entirely away. 

Church Demolished. +, 

In the midst of this group of houses 
was the colored Methodist Episcopal 
church, a large and rather imposing 
structure. It was completely destroyed, 
together with its furniture. 

The storm turned at this point ad 
passed almost due east through Residence 
street, though its full force was not felt 
again until several blocks had _ been 
passed over. However, on Residence 
street the damage was great. A number 
of pretty. cottages were unroofed, the 
deluge flooding them and ruining their 
contents. 

Scores of magnificent oaks, among Al- 
bany’s most cherished treasures, were 
uprooted or torn to fragments. 

The storm descended again at the inter- 
section of Washington and Tift streets. 
Here it demolished the partially com- 
pleted cold storage plant of the Albany 
Artesian Ice’'Company. It passed to the 
plant of the Georgia Cotton Oil Com- 
pany, where it demolished the large two- 
story ware house, containing thousands 
of tons of cotton seed. It aiso damaged 
the ergine room and put the plant out of 
‘commission. 

Great havoc was wrought in the yards 
of the Central of Georgia and Albany and 
Northern railways. The force of the wind 
was shown by. the ease with which loaded 
freight cars were picked up and thrown on 
their sides. The yard of the Central 
was completely blocked, with the excep- 
tion of the main line. 

A white brakeman was asleep in a 
caboose, when a heavy scantling tore 
through the window and passed beneath | 
the mattress on which he was lying. He | 
was but slightly injured. 

Scale House Lost. 

J. L. Benneit, weighmaster, ‘was in the 
scale house when the storm picked up 
the building and carried it away. It has 
not yet been found. Bennett fell out as 
the house left the ground and lay fiat 
on the ground until the storm = had 
passed. 

Dozens of freight cars in the two yards 
were unroofed. <A delivery wagon on 
Washington street was picked up, with 
horse and the driver, Jesse Woodall, and 
earried through the air a considerable 
distance into the railroad yards. Woodall 
was seriously injured. 

Hundreds of negroes in the city are 
homeless tonight, and many have lost al 
their household effects. The injured are 
being cared for, and efforts are bveing 


made to secure shelter for all. This is 


difficult, owing to the scarcity of all 
kinds of dwelling houses in the city. 

Under direction of Mayor Rawson, re- 
lief will be secured and promptly fur- 
nished those in the'greatest distress. 

It is difficult to estimate the property 
The Virginia-Carolina Chemical

exceed $150,000. Very little of the 
destroyed property was protected by tor- 
nado insurance.

The tornado 
came from that direction, and as tele- 
graph wires are down, nothing can be 
heard from the place.

The death was reported by Charles A. 
Hiller to Deputy Coroner Pond. At first 
glance Deputy Coroner Pond thought it 
suicide, but. the absence of the weapon, 
which hours of searching failed to re- 
veal, gave rise to the suspicion of mur- 
dier. 

The police reached the conclusion that 
there had been a murder, and the inves- 
tigation proceeded on this line. They 
found that the house had not been broken 
into forcibly,. but an unbolted kitchen 
door, which the house servants claimed 
Wag securely fastened during the night, 
gave a possible clew that some one had 
passed out of the house (by that means. 
There was no sign of a weapon. 

One of the serveants, when questioned, 
said that she went to her own home last 
night, having extinguished al] the lights 
in the basement. This morning she says 
she found several] lights burning there 
and a rear door unbolted., 

Mr. Edwards married Miss Sarah Cath- 
erine Hiller, only daughter of Mrs. Abi- 
Hiller, and sister to Charles and 

Mrs. Hiller died a few weeks 
Her estate has not been settled, 
and it is said that the division of the 
property cause@ a bitter disagreement 
between the Hillers and Edwards. 

For almost five hours Deputy Coroner 
Pond conducted the preliminary inquest. 
Those who were examined were A. Maxcy 
Hiller and ‘his brother, Charles. Coro- 
ner Pond said after the inquest that he 
would make no formal statement, 

He suid that as far as he could learn, 
there was no reason for Mr, Kdwards 
taking his own life. ‘‘On the other hand,”

Washington, Jantary 3.—(Special.)— 
That the Philippine tariff bill will pass 
the House at an early day was settled 
today when Chairman Cannon and the 
house leaders decided that the bill shal} 
be taken up tomorrow, and that its con- 
sideration shall be without a rule. 
Members are to be permitted to talk 
tariff to.their heart's content, but no 
amendment looking to general tariff re- 
duction, or any reduction save upon im- 
portations from the Philippines, will be 


permitted. 
The decision to bring in the Philipping 
bill without a rule effectually upsets the 


plan of the 
the democrats for a combination, 
removes the last vestige of hope 
beet sugar people have had for prevent- 
ing the passage of the administration 
bill reducing the rates upon products of 
the islands. 

Williams Hoped for Combination. 

Minority Lawler Wigkems and the in- 
surgent republicans had expected to form 
a combination to fight any rule reported 
by the rules committee. The insurgents, 
in the hope of bringing about some con- 
ditions that would operate to scare pro- 
tectionists generally into giving their 
support to the sugar interests; the demo- 
crats, in the hope of finding some en- 
tering wedge with which to open up the 
whole tariff question. 

But with no rule to fight, there is 
nothing upon which these two elements 
can combine. The insurgent republicans 
cannot join the democrats in any gen- 
eral onslaught upon the Dingley wall, 
while the democrats must vote for the 
Piilippine bill if they can get nothing 
broader on the line of tariff reduction. 

The bill reducing the duty on Phillip- 
pine products will be the regular order 
of business in the house of representa- 
tives tomorrow and for several days 
thereafter, instead of the statehood bill, 
as had been previously arranged. 

Statehood Bill Not Ready. 

This change was necessary because the 
statehood bill is not ready to report, 
while the Philippine bill was reported be- 
fore the holiday recess and is now on 
the calendar.
